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Photometric Data 

Photometric Data numericaUy describes the lighting performance of luminaires by defining 
the direction and intensity of the light. Formatted according to the Illuminating Engineering 
Society of North America (lESNA), photometric data helps customers select products and 
options that are most appropriate for their requirements. Photometric files are most 
commonly used with lighting calculation software which provides layout information such as 
quantity and spacing of luminaires, as well as corresponding footcandle levels.
